Dr. Rogers To Be Commended 


Dr. E. A. Rogers, Nebraska health di­ 
rector, is to be commended for his judicious 
position in respect to state regulation m 
the field of fissionable material. 
He advised against it at this tim^e. 
Dr. Rogers told the state advisory com­ 
mittee there was small point in Nebraska 
establishing an extensive departm ent and 
fashioning a body of regulatory law which 
could do little more than m atch regulations 
presently exercised by the .Atomic Energy 
Commission. 
Atomic activity is an especially attractive 
topic in Nebraska which soon will see the 
completion of the Consumers Public Power 
District’s alomic-fueled electric generating 


plant at Hallam. It would be easy to win 
public consent tor a new public function. 
The creation of an added department could 
be m ade plausible both upon the argument 
of safeguarding the public and of aiding in 
the development of a growth resource. But 
Dr. Rogers is to be complimented for re- 
iusing to proliferate government where ho 
cannot justify it to himself by sound and 
substantial argument. 
There may be a time later on when bene­ 
ficial and non-duplicating regulations can 
serve the purpose of atomic growth and 
public welfare, but it will take time and 
the development of experience to bring it 
forth. .At that time the problem, if any , can 
be faced pointedly . 


Nineteen Years Afterward 


Decem ber 7 is a day that has taken on 
double significance. 
Most people rem em ber it most clearly as 
the day 19 y ears ago when Pearl Harbor 
was sm ashed by Japanese bombs. 
It also has become Civil Defense Day . 
The 
connection 
is apt. 
Pearl 
Harbor 
caught the nation unprepared. Civil defense 
wishes to use that lesson to impress the 
point of continuing alertness and saving 
preparation. 


One cannot say that Civil Defense has 
m ade satisfactory headway . A few people 
have built bomb shelters and have at least 
speculated on the problems ensuing from 
a nuclear attack. But most people have pre­ 
ferred other courses. One is to dismiss all 
thoughts of w ar because they are such bad 
thoughts. Others figure, What’s the use? It 
will be the end any way . The result is that 
few are even prepared to the extent of a 
full tank of gasoline. 
One cannot live continually under the 
dark term s of doom nor should. The gift of 
detachm ent is part of the very fiber of peo­ 


ple and it is what makes the world bearable. 
But it is dangerous escapism to attem pt to 
banish reality by refusing to think about it, 
and it is naive lo believe that nuclear war 
will be the end of it all. It may well be the 
end of sovereignty of nations which try it. 
And it may be the destruction of a given 
civilization* But there is no evidence that 
It will be the end of the human race. The 
chances are .someone will be around to pick 
up the pieces. The big question is who. 
Certainly no survivor is going to solve the 
problem by digging a cave and lay ing in a 
two weeks supply of food, or by bolting out 
of his town via some evacuation route, albeit 
those devices could be greatly helpful. But 
they arc to be looked on as expedients to 
provide as many as possible for the ultimate 
job of picking up the pieces. They are a 
part of the apparatus of ultimate disaster. 
The best that can be said of them is that 
they recommend a national behaviour of 
prudence, action and wisdom before the 
■'fact, which IS now^—a willingness to assume 
all the obligations of earned survival, while 
there is y et time.

Waiting For The Word 


A writer for the Christian Science Moni­ 
tor has told in that newspaper the nostalgic 
story of the day her father bought the fam­ 
ily its first M odel‘T . ” The story is reminis­ 
cent of another day in more way s than one. 
Speaking of the * great day , the author 
writes; “ Jean and I waited impatiently for 
the signal to scramble into the back seat. 
At last it was given. We watched Father 
step gingerly into the front seat.” 
Contrast that with what might be the case 
today should the family acquire a new auto- 
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mobile. Can vou imagine the children wait­ 
ing patiently beside the car for a word from 
F ather to scramble into the back seat? The 
children would be all over the car before 
F ather could get the words out of his mouth. 
This is ty pical of the change that has taken 
place in our social order. 
A word from Father used to be quite es­ 
sential in a good many places but the drift 
in recent y ears has been toward more in­ 
formality . i n the case of a new car, for in­ 
stance. the children assume that the vehicle 
is a family attraction and thereby belongs 
to all members of the family equally . Thcre- 
lore, It doesn’t occur to them to seek spe­ 
cial permission to investigate the automo­ 
bile. 
Many people would argue that the way 
things are done today is a bad influence 
upon y oung people but this isn’t necessarily 
the case. The informality in family life to­ 
day puts parents more in the role of ad­ 
visers and helpers than overseers and the 
new' role may well be more effective than 
the old one. 
it contributes to an earlier recognition of 
responsibility on the part of y oung people 
and leads to a greater appreciation of the 
guidance that is received at home. Like 
any thing else, the changing role of parents 
must be play ed with careful attention and 
intelligence. If informality gives way to 
plain old indifference, it is just as bad or 
worse than discipline falling into harshness. 
The piBnl at which one should seek to a r­ 
rive is not for any disciplined _ w.ajting for 
a permissive word, but rather, art auto­ 
matic and subconscious know’Fedge of what 
the word would be and adherence to it.
